"The time may not be diaUnt," said 
the report, "when coton planters in 
this country wHl bank together and 
form a itle air service of their own 
to combat their arch-enemy—the cot 
ton botl weevil.” 
\Yhile 
individual 
cotton planters would not be able t 
adopt the method on account of the 
largo expense R was added, the plan 
could no doubt 
be 
satisfactorily 
worked out on a cooperative baais 
among a sufficient number of cotton 
planters in various communities so 
that their share of the expense would 
be nominal. 
Experiments were conducted by the 
department last year and are being 
undertaken again this year.

ing last year’s experiments on two 
plantations sear Tallulah, La., the of­ 
ficial report said that the airplane 
can be successfully employed to ap­ 
ply poison to planta infected with 
growth feeding insects at a great sav­ 
ing in time, money and labor.

As if the destruction wrought by 
the boll weevil was not bad enough, 
it says, last summer cotton planta­ 
tions in Louisiana were attacked by 
another enemy—the cotton leaf worm 
which began to breed so rapidly and 
in auch large numbers that whole 
acres of cotton were practically kept 
from blooming.

Two army airplane* from the Mont­ 
gomery, Ala., air intft'lpldiate depot 
were rigged up to conduct the exper­ 
iment i at Tallulah and it waa found 
that one airplane could scatter dnough 
calcium _afaepate to cauae, the com- 
plete destruction of all cotton leaf 
worms on a field. 
A hopper of gal­ 
vanised Iron was constructed and fit 
ted inside the

leaving barely room enough for th# 
operator to stand and turn the crank 
at as to sift the powder though the 
outlet tube projecting through 
the 
bat tore of the luspiage. The lir cur­ 
rent created by the whirling<%ropel- 
lor of the airpltne blew the dust down­ 
ward among the plant*. 
Flights over the cotton plants ware 
made at altitude* 
to fifty feed and the plant? were pre­ 
pared late in the afternoon for opera 
tion early the next morning, crossing 
)»ack and forth over the cotton flelda, 
discharging poison. 
Time testa showed that it required 
two and a quarter minutes to empty 
a hopper containing 120 pound# of 
cslciutD arsenate, during which time 
the airplane, averaging 84 miles an 
hour, covered a strip averaging 150 
feet wide for a length of 3.3 mile*. 
Only two pounds of powder per acre 
were utilized, in decided contrast to 
tha ordinary performance of cotton 
dusting when from five to six pounds 
per acre were utilized.
